19. (Original) The photofinishing system claimed in claim 1 5, 
wherein the first instructional information and the second instructional 
information are the same. 

20. (Original) The photofinishing system claimed in claim 15, 
wherein the second instructional information provides an ID that is used to 
identify a particular photofinishing instruction stored in a memory database and is 
used to produce an image to be exposed on the film 

2 1 . (Original) The photofinishing system according to claim 
15 wherein a developed latent image is used by the photofinisher to determine 
what photofinishing good and/or service is associated with at least one of captured 
latent images.

24. (Original) The photofinishing system claimed in claim 1 5, 
wherein a close up diopter is used for imaging the second instructional 
information onto the film. 

25. (Original) The photofinishing system claimed in claim 15, 
wherein the second instructional information communicates how captured film 
images are to be manipulated. 

26. (Original) The photofinishing system claimed in claim 1 5, 
wherein the second instructional information provides instructions to the 
photofinisher on how to manipulate the images obtained fi^om the film. 



27. (Currently Amended) A method for obtaining 
photofinishing goods and/or services, comprising the steps of: 

a) capturing an image of a public target billboard associated with 
photofinishing goods and/or services; 

b) forwarding the captured image of the public targ e t billboard to 
a photofinisher; and 

c) obtaining at least one photofinishing goods and/or services 
according to information associated with the public targ e t billboard.
